Notice to Applicant 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicants' submission filed on October 
20, 2006 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In view of applicants' amendment to the claim, the objection to claims 41-42, 44- 
45 and 49 has been withdrawn. 

3. In view of applicants' amendments and arguments filed on October 20, 2006, the 
rejections of claims 26-27, 29-32, 34-37, 39-42 and 44-49 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
stated in the Office Action sent on July 20, 2006 have been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reason for Allowance 

6. Claims 26-27, 29-32, 34-37, 39-42 and 44-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 26 
recites forming a first gate insulating film comprising silicon nitride over the gate 
electrode; forming a second gate insulating film over the first gate insulating film; and 
forming a semiconductor film over the second gate insulating film, wherein an amount of 
sodium contained within the gate electrode is 0.3 ppm or less. Claim 31 recites forming 
a semiconductor film comprising a channel forming region over the second gate 
insulating film; and forming an insulating layer to protect the channel forming region 
over the channel forming region, wherein an amount of sodium contained within the 
gate electrode is 0.3 ppm or less. Claims 36 and 41 recite forming a first gate insulating 
film comprising silicon nitride over the gate electrode; forming a second gate insulating 
film over the first gate insulating film; and forming a semiconductor film over the second 
gate insulating film; and crystallizing the semiconductor film, wherein an amount of 
sodium contained within the gate electrode is 0.3 ppm or less. 
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Claims 27, 29-30, 32, 34-35, 37, 39-40, 42 and 44-49 variously depend from 
claim 26, 31 , 36 or 41 , so they are allowed for the same reason.
